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This is a decision on the petition filed August 12, 2002, requesting that a 
nonprovisional application of Liat Tsoref and Dov Furman, entitled "BONE AGE 
ASSESSMENT USING ULTRASOUND," filed pursuant to the provisions of 35 USC 111(a) 
and 37 CFR 1 .53(b) be accorded a filing date of October 25, 2001 . The petition is 
being treated as a petition under 37 CFR 1.10(e). 

Petitioner asserts that the original nonprovisional application papers were deposited 
in Express Mail service on October 25, 2001, in accordance with the procedures set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .10 and that the application is entitled to the date of deposit in 
Express Mail service as the filing date.
